In two splendid campfires, one at 


Princess rink and the other at Li- 
brary hall, the veterans and their 
friends gathered Wednesday even- 
ing1, enjoyed tho stirring music and 
cheered again and again at the re- 
cital of the valor and bravery and 
the glory of the American soldier. 


Corporal James Tanner was the 


presiding officer 
and immediately 


after his introduction by Dr, K P. 
Banning-, the famous corporal an- 
nounced his intention of varying 
from the fixed program. 
Some one 


had sent a haiidsome boquet to the 
chairman, and Corporal Tanner took 
occasion to express his thanks for 
the offering', saying that the veterans 
appreciated the g-ood things of life. 
He contended that the old soldier 
ought to hear the good things to be 
said about him; that an ounce of 
taffy was worth more than a pound 
of "epitaphy." 


Gen. 
David E, Beem, the Indiana 


department commander of the G. A. 
H,, was the first speaker called upon, 
and he responded in pat as follows: 


*'If there is any class of men en- 


titled to have a good time, it is the 
old soldier, 
We don't want to claim 


the earth, but we are not ashamed 
of our record. 
We have a right to 


come before an audience of American 
people and assert ourselves. 
The 


Union soldier, by his fidelity, his en- 
durance and his valor accomplished 
everything he set out to do. 
He has 


a light to be more happy every day 
he lives. 
There were no spoils for 


the American soldier to bring back— 
it was not spoils he went after. But 
he came back with the principles of 
the immortal Declaration of Inde- 
pendence made vital and living for 
all time. 
There has never been a 


day since I enlisted but what I have 
been happy because I was a Union 
soldier. 
(Applause.) 
As a result 


of the Union soldier's work we have 
a united, magnificent people—a na- 
tion the pride of every American 
citizen and the hope of every man 
who loves freedom throughout the 
world. 
There is no better place than 


Fort Wayne and no better time than 
the present for the dedication of that 
gun captured by the brave boys of 
the Spanish-American war. 
Here. 


where so much history clusters, it is 
fitting that such a presentation be 
made. 
I look into the future and I 


see a nation still progressing—the 
stateliest hope of all the civilized 
world. 
And while \ve honor the 


late heroes who sent the American 
name around the world in a name of 
glory, I feel that the old boys of >61 
can claim a share of the honor, for 
we unified the country and made 
these later triumphs possible. 
I 


came to meet you all, and I am proud 
and happy to be here tonight/7 


Corporal Tanner called upon a Bal- 


timore veteran. 
Comrade Mackey, 


who came forward and delighted the 
old soldiers by singing "The Old Cof- 
fee Kettle That Hung on a Pole/' He 
was vociferously cheered. 


THE PRIVATE SOLDIER. 


Nearly a year ago, at the close of an 


impromptu address at Library hall, 
General Wooters detailed Rev. W. D, 
Parr, of the Wayne Street M. E. 
church, to respond to the sentiment 
"The Private Soldier/* at the present 
encampment. 
In a magnificent ef- 


fort that roused the veterans to the 
highest pitch of enthusiasm Dr. Parr 
last evening fulfilled this mission. 
In part he said: 


:il esteem it a high honor to speak 


of the private soldier, for he was 
the man you 
could 
not get along 


without. He came from the common 
people, the bone and sinew of every 
age. The common people have giver 
us our best men, and the private sol- 
dier is the

with the Hoe," but the man with the 
gun is supreme in history making. 
I would not take a laurel from llie 
leaders. 
The time has been when 


the men who 
wore 
the 
shoulder 


straps got all the credit. But things 
are righting themselves. 
Give this 


old world time on almost any ques- 
tion and she will right herself. 


''Where were the lieutenants and 


captains? 
Close beside you. The 


majors and colonels? Well, tolerably 
close. The brigadier generals? Back 
a little. Geneials? 'Way back. You 
private soldiers were in the 
front 


where tfce battle was hotest. 
When 


war shook the republic and the mag- 
nificent Lincoln called for help, who 
answered him? The private soldier. 
Again and again came 
the shout, 


"We are coming, Father Abraham, a 
hundred 
thousand 
strong,7 
(Ap- 


plause). 
I could not help smiling 


today at a banner carried by the New 
Jersey veterans. "The spring chick- 
ens of 1861.' 
Ah, yes. You were 


the blue-eyed boys from the factories 
and the field, but you knew what you 
went for. The country is always safe 
in the hands of its intelligent com- 
mon people. And the boys of today 
will do all you did, and do it with an 
extra twist, for they are your sons, 
and have the fruits of your teaching. 
Keep energy and brains 
mixed in 


pretty good compound and we have 
no need to fear for America. 


"Then the country had to be made 


over, and you did it. You came from 
the ranks of war 
to the paths of 


poace, end you got married. 
That 


was the best day's work you ever did 
aside from putting down the rebel- 
lion. I have faith in the homes of 
Ameiica, and I'm especially proud of 
Indiana, The state has gone a step 
n advance and provided a home not 
alone for the old soldier, but for his 
wife. 
(Cheers), The private soldier 


i gotten into every ennobling and 


useful pursuit 
of 
life. 
Another 


hiiig; you purified the flag. (Cheers). 
Thank God for that. 
The highest 


principles cost tho 
most 
precious 


blood. There is no danger in the pri- 
vate soldier. He knows what he is 
doing-. 
He is a sovereign. I want 


rim to have a good home and a good 
time the rest of his lif?. 
I would 


give him the happiest journey to- 
ward the salting1 sun." 


Dr. Parr touched upon the growth 


of national life, pleaded for more lib- 
eral pensions and finally asked all 
;he private soldiers to arise to then- 
feet. 
It was an impressive 
scsne, 


and the speaker closed in a brilliant 
peroration in tribute to the private 
soldier who offered his life to make 
glorious the instituions of this land. 


Dr. E. P. Banning, of this city, was 


called upon and speaking 
for the 


ITort Wayne veterans expressed grat- 
itude for the manner in which the 
citizens of Fort Wayne had assisted 
n ennabling the Baltimore commit- 
tee to fulfill every pledge made to the 
national encampment one year ago. 


Gen. 
*'Tom" Landrum, of Louis- 


ville, and General Hozier, of Cincin- 
nati, addressed the meeting briefly, 
the latter urging the teaching of pa- 
triotism to the rising generation 
that they may more fully understand 
and more dearly love the old flag. 
Corporal Tanner slyly intimated an 
intention of bringing the campfire 
to a close, but there were loud and 
general cries from every part of the 
house for *'Tanner.M 
The distin- 


guished corporal responded in a mag- 
nificent address. 
He said in part: 


CORPORAL TANNER'S TALK, 
*'You have heard 
much of the 


bravery of the American volunteer, 
but I would not have you go home 
with the impression that we all faced 
battle without a tremor. 
I believe a 


full realization of his situation comes 
at first to every man on the field; a 
consciousness that the next shot may 
lay him low with all life behind and 
all eternity opening before him. Yes, 
and there prayers, too. 
Because we 


were in the army need we have for- 
gotten the teachings received at 
mother's knee? 
Ah, no. 
Yet we 


accepted the chances of war, and 
never to this day have I heard from 
the lips of even a maimed comrade 
one regret that he took those chances. 
He lifted that old flag a little higher 
than it had ever been before, and 
now among the nations of the earth 
all must look upward to see it. And 
the younger generation has shoved 
it up a notch higher, carried it ten 
thousand miles 
farther, 
and are 


standing behind it in China tonight. 
(Cheers.) 


"This country is going to do busi* 


ness for a good while yet. 
All the 


states now stand as they never stood 
before in defense of the flag. Our 
country is safe because we have the 
sturdiest manhood and the loftiest 
womanhood in the wide world, 
would leave one last word to these 
old comrades of mine: 
Be as manly 


men as you were good soldiers. 
Be 


as true to your better nature and to 
your God as you were to your coun 
try and your flag. Then in the last 
hour, when we face the unconquera- 
ble enemy, we shall look upon it os 
an opening door and on the other side 
there will be a general reunion, Not 
a comrade missing. 
When we lie 


down at last in those tents whose 
curtains never outward swing we can 
look upon that old flag. There will 
come a great 
beautitude in our 


hearts, t glow ct* mighty prid* a? the 


soldier exclaims in triumph: 'Mine 
eyes have seen the glory of the com- 
ing of the Lord,' " 


In closing the immense audience, 


standing, united in singing "Amer- 
ica," and for some time the old vet- 
erans marched past the platform to 
grasp the hand of their distinguished 
comrade. 


AT LIBRARY HALL. 


There was some delay in calling 


the campfire at Library hall together. 
Several hundred people were in the 
hall at 8 o'clock, 
but none of the 


gentlemen assigned to get the camp- 
fire started were .present, 
and at 


8:30 o'clock Col, John A, Scott took 
matters in hand and requested Gen. 
A. B. Hay, of Pittsburg, to act as 
chairman until the arrival of Gen. W. 
R. Wooters, who had been chosen to 
act as chairman, 
Mr. 
Hay 
was 


founder of the Union Veteran Legion, 
After prayer by Rev* Norris, Mr. Hay 
announced that he would try to keep 
the audience interested until Gen- 
eral Wooters and the other speakers 
arrived. 
Mi*. Hay recalled the days 


of the civil war when the boys 
in 


blue were camping and inarching in 
the enemy's country and lauded them 
for their grant valor in preventing 
the disunion of the greatest nation 
on the face of the earth. 


GENERAL WOOTERS SPEKS. 
Shortly 
before 9 o'clock General 


Wooters and Governor Mount arrived 
at the hall, 
escorted 
by 
Mayor 


Scherer, and later Hon. R. C. Bell 
arrived. Mr. Hay introduced General 
Wooters as chairman of the camp- 
fire, and the Union Veteran Legion 
leader proceeded to describe what a 
campfire was. He explained 
that 


the ones being held in Fort Wayne 
during the encampment were unlike 
those of the sixties. Then the boys 
sat on kettles and other improvised 
seats around the smoldering fires of 
the company cooks and talked 
of 


home and the dear 
ones 
behind. 


Sometimes they would vary the mo- 
notony by going on foraging- tours, 
and again they would have music 
and songs by some of the amateur 
musicians and singers who could al* 
ways be found in every company. 
There were many hardships during 
the war and the union soldiers suf- 
fered much, 
but there were many 


pleasant features of army life, and 
the speaker told of many incidents 
which came within his experience 
which at the time were hardships, 
but which he now looked back upon 
as enjoyable incidents of his life as 
a soldier.

GOVERNOR MOUNT SPEAKS. 
Chairman 
Wooters 
introduced 


Governor Mount as on<^ **t the com- 
rades in blue whom i^ xor the first 
time had met en yesterday. The gov- 
ernor was greeted with applause and 
began his address by paying a tribute 
to the Union Veteran Legion, all of 
whom were men who had been in the 
thickest of the fray for the protec- 
tion of the flag and knew 
what it 


meant to be a soldier* 
- A man, he 


said, who had served "'two years or 
more in the front knew of the hard- 
ships that were to be met in a sol- 
dier's life. 
He believed that 
the 


present prosperity, the present posi- 
tion America now held in the world 
could be credited to the brave boys 
n blue who had fought as brave an 
enemy more than a third of a century 
ago* 
The character of the United 


States government had then 
been 


settled forever and there need be no 
fear that its policy would ever be 
changed. 
Thfi drafters of the con- 


stitution had make a mistake in al- 
owing slavery to exist and permit- 
ting citizens 10 arrest fugitive black 
people and turn them back to their 
owners. Every effort had been made 
to amicably settle this question, but 
there was no way to settle it but with 
that final arbiter—the sword. God 
had kept a watchful eye on the strug- 
gling armies of the north and south 
and He guided so that 
the 
great 


question was settled right. 


The speaker said that when he was 


mustered out of the army at the end 
of the war he did not believe that th« 
day would oome when he could for- 
give the men who had dtougsht against 
the flag, but he was happy to say that 
only a year or so 'ago he had the ex- 
treme pleasure of attending a reun- 
ion of the blua and ,t)h,e gray at Evar.i- 
ville aoid there heard from the lips 
of the men who- had opposed the 
union forces thanks uttered that the 
question of slavery had been Battled 
and settled right. He toad the ex- 
treme pleasure of signing a 'bill 
which 'hod been passed 'by the Indi- 
ana legislature returning' to the 
Texas .rangers the battleftag captured 
by the regiment of which foe was a 
member. When lye visited ^bhe great 
Lone Star state to officially return the 
flag he had seen the gray-haired vet- 
erans of the blue and gray rub ei- 
bows -and tears were in -the eyes' of 
many as they realized 'at last that 
this was a reunited catimtry. Ono of 
the proudest moments of ihis life, the 
governor siaid, was wh'en he visited 
the old battlegrounds of Chicka- 
mauga and there helped dedicate to 
Indiana soldiers the 'handsomest 
monument ever erected to the boys in 
blue in the United States. LLttlp did 
he tthiink a quarter of 'a century ago 
that this great pleasure was in store 
far 
him. 
This 
wo* recompense 


enough far the years he had fought 
under fche flag for theorefltervatiMi of 
th* union. The governor closed his 
speech with anotther pretty compli- 
nwwt to th* m«mib«r4 *f th« Union 


Veteran Legion, 
The old eoldiers 


were rapidly passing to the great be- 
yond and 
<a quarter of a century 


he'uce a patriot who fought from 1861 
to 1865 to prevent the dissolution of 
his country would "be a wonder to tihe 
generations' tthen alive. But never 
would tihe American people forget the 
brave young sroidiers who had made 
it possible for the country to rank as 
the greatest on the 'face of the earth 


During nis speech Governor Mount 


repeated several Instances of his 
army life. There were all characters 
of men among (the soldiers and on 
foraging expeditions many popular 
articles were brought intbo camp. He 
recalled that one soldier returned to 
camp with a corset, which he hiooked 
around a tree and commenced to hug. 
He had not .forgotten somebody at 
home. 


General Wooters again entertained 


the taudience with reminHscentfes of 
camp life and -as he told of the meth- 
ods adapted by a regimental cobk to 
prepare. apple dumplings for several 
companies the ladies in the hall were 
convulsed with laughter. The cook 
had forgotten the shortening, and in- 
stead of the great treat, -tftie soldiers 
were disgusted with their dumplings 
'and the cook lost his job, only to be 
succeeded by a worse one. 


HON. 
B. C. BELL HEABJD. 


General Wooters next introduced 


Hon. K. C. Bell, who begiaoi, as had 
the gove-rnor. by complimenting tho 
members of the Union Veteian Le- 
gion, all of whom knew soldier life 
from A to Z. They Had fougfat for 
years to maintain the principles of 
the American flag', not in b-attles> of 
conquest, but in protection of their 
country. He, too, believed that to 
.the valor of the S 
boys of >60 


can the great republic 
today be 


thankful for its standing as the 
great nation of the 
world, the 


harflbinger of •freedom and lifter ty to 
all peoples. Mr* Bell also told many 
laughable incidents of his experience 
•as a soldier. 


Mayor Scherer made a few remarks 


th staking the membetrs of the Union 
Veteran Legion for their visit to the 
city and then General Wooters an- 
nounced that the oampfire w.as ended

Relief is Foiling Into Galveston 


from All Parts of the 


United States. 


LOSS OF LIFE IS ABOVE 5,000 


Houston, Tex., Sept. 13.—From all 


parts of the United States and from 
portions of England many thousands 
of dollars are pouring into this city 
for th« relief 
of Texas destitute 


storm sufferers. 


Train loads of provisions find cloth- 


ing are also hurrying toward Hous- 
ton and Galveston, and those of the 
refugees who have arrived here are 
being made as comfortable as possi- 
ble. 
Estimates of the number of 


dead still vary. 
Mayor Jones, of 


Galveston, is maintaining- his opin- 
ion that the number will be no less 
than 5,000. 
Property losses are 


mounting higher as details arrive and 
s'ume estimates for the city of G.-ilves- 
ton reach as high as $20,000,000. 
There are 25,000 homeless in 'that 
city to he taken care of, and it is a 
question whether Galvestou can or 
will be rebuilt. 
There seems to be 


a disposition on. the part of leading 
citizens, however, to start resolutely 
where the storm left off and raise a 
new city from the ruins of the old. 


Troops are patrolling the streets 


and looting has almost censed. 


Several -additional cuses have been 


reported where vandals have been 
shot down while robbing the dead, 
but the troops are rapidly gaining 
control of the lawless element. 


At noon, today no new features had 


developed since last night, but wires 
are expected to be in working order 
late this evening direct to Galveston, 
and in that event fuller and more 
authentic details may be expected by 
tomorrow. 


CAPABLE BELIEF MEASURES. 


New Orleans, La., Sept 13.—A spe- 


cial to the Picayune from Galveston 
says: 


The relief measures organized here 


are running more smoothly than be- 
fore; the destitute are receiving sup- 
plies from the various depots; the 
sick are receiving the best of care 
and physicians are giving their serv- 
ices gratis. 


Reports continue to be received 


from nearby coast and mainland 
towns telling of destruction and loss 
of life. 
The coast for miles inland 


is said to be covered with 
bodies. 


One gentleman aided in burying 100 
n few miles north of Virginia Point 
and parties are out in every direction 
engaged in the same duty. 


Charles Patterson, connected with 


the Gulf and 
Interstate 
railway, 


came in from Bolivar Point and re- 
ported that they had buried between 
300 and 400 of Galveston's dead and 
that Bolivar peninsula, 
from 
the 


point of East Highlands for. twenty- 
one miles south, 
everything 
was 


washed away and seventy-five people 
were drowned. 


Rolling stock was either completely 


destroyed or frightfully damaged and 
twenty-one miles of road bed was 
washed away. 


Colonel Polk, general. manager of 


the Santa Fe, has received reports 
that every station house, freight de- 
pot and water tank on the line be- 
tween Virginia Point and Rosenberg 
Junction, sixty-six miles northwest, 
was either blown away or wrecked 
and miles of track washed away. All 
the .towns between these two points 
were severely damaged by the cyclone 
and all had the death list of from five 
to fifteen people, with many more 01 
less injured. 


Secretary Bailey, of the Galveston 


Wharf company, estimates the loss 
to that company at $300,000, while

Gen. 
David E. Eccm. the Indiana 


department commander of the G-. A. 
S,, was the first spanker called upon, 
nnd he responded in pat as follows:

In closing the immense audience, 


standing, united in singing "Amer- 
ica," and for some time the old vet- 
erans inarched past the platform to 
grasp the hand of their distinguishet 
comrade.

Lone Star state to-officially return the 
flag he had seen the gray-haired vet- 
erans of the blue iuid gray rub ei- 
bows :and tears weie Jn His eyes of 
many as they realized at last that 
this was a reunited country. 
Ono of 


the proudest moments of his life, the 
governor said, was when he visited 
tho old battlegrounds 
of

mauga, and there helped dedicate to 
Indiana, 
soldiers 
the- 
handsomest 


monument ever erected to Uie bayadn 
blue in the United St-.Ues. Lit HP did 
he tli.ink a quarter of 'a -century ago

Scnmton, 
Pa., 
Sept. 
13.—The 


strike of the anthracite miners of 
the Lackawanna valley is now prac- 
tically ou, for every mine that is 
working today 
is running short 


handed. 
The Dodge and the Belle- 


vue collieries of the Lackawanna 
company were entirely shut down. 


Tho ManvlJls colliery worked only 


a portion of the day and in all the 
upper valley there was almost com- 
plete stoppage excepting that the 
men obeyed the order of national 
Committeeman Dilcher and. President 
Nichols, of this district, to clean up 
their places and remove their tools. 


Tonight every: local union in the 


region is directed to meet iu special 
session nnd they will without doubt 
decide to quit work tomorrow. 


It is expected that not a mine will 


operate tomorrow anywhere between 
Torest City and Shickshinney in this 
district, and it is said at headquar- 
ters here that the same is expected 
of the other districts. 
The United 


Mine Workers' officers here deprecate 
all stoppages in advance. They want 
are order properly carried out, but 
will not restrain the men from im- 
mediate action.' 


They are assured that ou Monday 


next there will be a complete re- 
sponse to the strike order. 
At the 


offices of the Lackawanna company 
it was stated today that the decision 
to stand together in refusing the 
miners' demands by the operators 
will hold until broken. 
The refusal 


is based almost" wholly upon the 
claim that the bituminous interests 
are behind the movement. 


Wo dealings will be had with the 


men who represent such interests it 
was declared by General Superin- 
tendent Loomis. 


THE STRIKE ORDERED. 


Indinnapolis, Ind., Sept. 13.—The 


coal miners of the Pennsylvania an- 
thracite regions will go out Monday 
morning1, for President Mitchell and 
Secretary Wilson; of the 
United 


Mine Workers' of America 
affixed 


their signatures late yesterday after- 
noon to the document which calls 
140,000 members, to strike. 
These 


two names on a bit of paper will 
precipitate one of the greatest strikes 
in the history of organized labor. 


Yesterday afternoon Presiden4 Mit- 


chell and Secretary Wilson sat i:-i 
the headquarters and opened tele- 
grams from different, parts of the 
anthracite region thinking each mes- 
sage might be some concession from 
the. operators that would prevent the 
strike. 


President Mitchell will leave Sat- 


urday for Hazleton, Pa., to personal- 
ly conduct the strike. 


The strike order is 'addressed "to 


the officers and 
members 
of the 


United Mine Workers of America 
and nil other miners and mine work- 
ers of the anthracite region of Penn- 
sylvania." 


After reciting the events or the 


convention held at Hazel ton, Pa., 
August 27, in which ten dnys were 
granted the mine owners to accede 
to the demands of the men, the order 
goes on to recite that September 8 
information was received to the ef- 
fect that the differences could be ad- 
justed 
without 
a 
strike. 
This 


caused the delay. 
The futile nego- 


tiations ended yesterday 
and the 


strike was ordered for September 17, 
1900, without further notice.
